In view of even further 
increases in consumption of gasoline 
and the consequent exhaustion of the 
crude oil supply, new sources of mo- 
tor fuel must be found. 


In filling the need created by the 


rapidly depicting motor fuel supply 
one >can hardly overestimate the im- 
portance of motor benzol t&at may be, 
and is being, extracted from by-prod- 
uct coke oven gas.
